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PREFACE. 


Tux following preface was prefixed to the first edition of the 
Gazetteer of thia district published in 1883-84:— 


“ Tho poriod fixed by the Panjab Government for tho compilation of ‘the 
“ Geurticer of the Province being limited to twelve montha, the Editor has not heen 
“ able to prepare any original matter for tho present work ; and hiv duties harv hoon 
“ confined to throwing the already existing material into shape, supplementing it 
“on fares possible by contributions obteined from District Officers, passing the 
“draft through the prem, circalating it for revision, altering it in sccurdance with’ 
“the corrections and suggestions of revising officers, and printing and issuing the 
“ Bual edition, 

“The matorin! available in print for the Gasetiver of this district consisted of 
" tho Settlement Reports, and « draft Gasetleer, compiled butwoon 1870 and 1874 
“ by Mr. #. Cunningham, Berrister-at-Law, Notes on certain points have been sup- 
" plied by District Office®®; while the report on the Consens of 1831 ha» boon utilivnd, 
“ Of the present voliime, Section A of Chap. V (Grnural Administration) and the 
“ whole of Chap, VI (Towns), have been tor tho most part sappliod by tbe Depnty: 
“ Commissioner; while Section Aof Chap. UI (Statistics of Population) has boon 
“ takon from the Ceuens Report. But, with these exceptions, the grout muse of the 
* toxt has beon takon almost, if not quite verbally, from Mr. Cunningham's compils- 
* tion already ruforred to, which again waa largely based upon Sir H. Davies’ Settle- 
“ ment Report of the district. 

“ Tho report ic question wat written in I856, and, modelled on the ineagre 
“Tinea of the older Settlement Reports, affords very inadequate material for an 
“ secount of the district, No better or fuller muterial, liqwever, wad ttl wvailable 
” or procurable within the time allowed. But when the district again comes under 
“ sottlomont, a avcond and more completo edition of this Gazetteer will be prepared; 
“uod moauwhile the present edition will serve the avuful purpose of collecting and 
* mublishing in 4 systematio form, information which had before been scattered, and 
“ in part unpablished. 

“Tho draft edition of this Gacetteer has been revined by Messrs, Perkins 
“and Knox, aud by the Irrigation Departmentas far a+ reyards the canala of the’ 
“ district The Deputy Commissioner is respousible for the spelling of vernacular 
“names, which hus been fixed throughout by him im accordance with the preseribed 
“ system of transliteration.” 

The present edition hss been prepared in 1893 in accordance 
with para. 11 of Revenue Circular No, 62, All but Chap. VI which 
required little alteration hay been practically re-written, and the 
information and figures haye throughout been brought up to date, 
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Table No. L—showing LEADING STATISTICS.

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In Amritenr there are no marriage customs peculiane to 
the district, Tho age at which children sre 
much on the circumatances of the parents, but it is usunlly 
between the ages of 10 and 14 among the agricultural classes. 
The prackes of taking money or valcables, in exchange for an 
le marriagoable girl, in believed to be fairly common, but 
its exact extent is dsfticnth to ascertain, for the practice ia 
reprobated and is rarely undmitied. Large sums are spent on 
marrmges by tho Jnte and Réjpite and are a froquont cause of 
delit. A man will mortgnge half hie holding rathor than allow 
his son pass the ave at which he should be married, ‘The 
bargain of botrothal is always concluded throogh a go-between, 
newally the village turber, and ix the_renl contract of martinge.

relioved much of the inceseant work on tho welle, which is 
monotony iteelf, In adistrict whero nonrly all tho available 
waste has been brokon np, and yrasing ie scarce, the entitle aro a 
constant cary.

Thoy are primarily religious faire, but gradually tha meetings 
came to be atilized for the buying and selling of nyriguitural 
stock, and now the fairs aro the best known and most largely 
attended imthe province. Further details will be given ia 
the chapter on agricultural stock and produce. n these 
occasions all the luagés or hospices, originally kept up, round 
the tank ofthe Darbar Séhib, by leading families for the accom- 
modation of their following on the oetnsion of their visits, and all 


the semi-religions abhdras, or vest-houses, in the city are filled 


to overflowing, and ropresentitives of erery race in the Punj 
and beyond its borders may be agen, Special trains for to ne 
commodation of the visitors to the fair are ran, and all the main 
roads leading to Amritsar city are crowded with the éuttle being 
driven in for sale, Each fair laste about ten days and daring 
all that time the cattle are coming and going. izes to tho 
value of about Rs. 2,000 are given for cattle from Governniont 
fonds, nnd abont Re. 500 for horses and mules, Several other 
fairs are celebrated in the district, al] of religions character, 
Two large fairs are held at Tarn Téran, one in March and the 
other, the largest, in Augnat, and throughout the yeur, aa already 
atated, there is a gathering nt tho eame place on tho last day of 
the old moon and first day of the new. Anothor religious far 
ig held at the Ram Virath tank, at Kaler, on the borders of the 
Ajndla and Amritsar tabsile, on the Gojrdnwila road. hia 
is more a Hinda than a Sikh fair, and is largely attended by 
Hindés from the city.

Table No. IX shows the religion of the major castes and 
tribos of the district, and therefore the distribution by caste of 
the grent majority of the followers of each religion. in shows 
that out of every hundred Jats 7 roturnod themselves ay Hindis, 
72ae Sikhs, and 21 ae Mukammadans, The latter art most 
numerous in the riverain tracks of Ajudla, Among Uhuhras, 
numerically the next most important tribo in the district, there 
is not the tendency observed m some other parts af the province 
to describe themselves as practising the Muhamumidan religion. 
Practically the Chuhrés tend to adopt the religion of the owners 
of the village in which thoy aro settlod (at least so far as ontward 
observances sre concerned). So it is not sarprising to find that

But if not prominently criminal it can hardly bo gnid that 
the poople are not litigions. Quite thirty A yen and sinklitirs 
make » living at the District Courty, and the value of the civil 
snits juélitnied iu one year: bas boon known to exceed ten lakhs 
of rupoes. Thero ia no doubt that thia love of litigation is 
increasing. It isin the courts that the Jat peasant appears ab 
his worst, and thoogh ordinarily trathfal enough ho mie to 
show the worst aido of his charactor when he comes to court, 
False swearing ia thera notoriously common, and witnesses ready 
Wo wpeak toany circumstance are only too ensily foond. Tho 
tise ae and druga ia fairly common, nnd is the onagy of 
a good deal of the debt among the agricultural clinmes, ts may 
bo taken that no enltivator grows opium with the intention 
of using the produce himpelf, thongh he to make av ar- 
rangement with the appointed contractor if he wishes to do 50 
openly, and all xorts of dovices are resorted (0, in order to evade 
the Excise laws.

bynique, well fed. Canal irrigation and the export of wheat 
hare done mach to enrich the people if they could only keep 
their wealth when they have acquired it, but they pre too apt 
to squander it in litigation anion fentive occasions, Some 
villages will spend as much as hundrod rapoos at the Holi 
festival, and it je common enough to spend thet amount on » 
marringe. Whent enters largely into the food of the pruprie- 
sry classes and they have little nood to resort to hdjra and the 
grains which form » large part of the daily food of the 
inbabitante of less fortanato districts. It is tru that almost 
every man owes something to the village monoy-lender for food 
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‘Chapter ITI, B or seed grain advanced, or for the purchase of woll-cattle, but 
ee this is customary, doos not fests moun that the debtor is 
Stealer’, seriously involved, and is not inconsistent with thrift. In parte 
Cusetiice af OR the district, where holdings are small, cases may often be 
peapla, met with whore the produce of his own holding would baraly 
suffice to keep an owner and his fomty and atock jn food for 
a month, but by sheer industry he 6s enongh by cultivating 
tho lands of othere, at a fairly heavy money rent, to enable him 
to live in comfort, and oven have ono ot two thousand rapeds 

out at interest. Among the menial classes the pinch of 
ia felt first, in bad seasons, and thers is no doubt that many of 
them are insufficiently cind and fed, and have very few comforts. 
This is ospecialiy tho casa among the labouring and artiaan 
classes in Amritaar city, auch ua the Kashmirfs, During the re- 
cent period of high prices when wheat yas selling at nearly aa 
high a price, owing to export, as it was during the worst thaws 
of the scarcity in 1868 and 1809, it is wad, by thoas who are in 
& position to know, thers were wany families in the city which 
could not count on more than one meal a day, and that too, 
of not the most noarishing food, The standard of comfort 
among the Mohammadsns in the Ravi Bot is certainly low, and 
they have often a difficalty in making both onds meet com- 
fortably. Thoir villages are untidy, with ill boilt houses, badly 
stalled cattle, and imperfectly equipped wells, snd the men 
themselves are scantily clothed, wei often have an ill-fed look.

the district, They are found in detached villages at different 
points of all three tabulls, but mmster especially strong in the 


routh-west corner of Tarn Tran, ‘Tho central village of this 7 
group is Sirhali Kalin, and from this they have founded antl 
d the ring of villages which lie round it. Here they hold ot 
villa This part of the talell wae formerly known aa the 


Khira jha, a blonk treolpss tract with deep brackish wells, 
a so}! wometimas poor and sandy, but generally hard sud unpro- 
mising, and an uneertain rainfall. Canal irri has now 
changed the appearance of the country, and the system of 
cultivation, to some extent, but still the mil yieldaa amall 
return, snd holdings being small, the Sandhda have slways 5 
taken eagerly te military service. Hardly a family but has ona

ecdttered all through the tahsii. They urmster strongest in the 
Awritear tahail, near Majitha, and it ia to this claw thatthe 
Majitha Sirdérs, the descendants of Sirddr Deas Singh, boloug. 
Sirdér Aric Singh of Naushora belongs to the Sher Gil brane 

of the tribe. Nag and Majitha and Sohiyan Kaldu (part) in the 
Amritaar tahell, and Dhoti¢n in Tarn Taran are the t 
settlements of this clan. The Gile of Nag are Mula ane, 
but are excellent ciltivators, and getall they can oat of their 
land, while thors of Dhotian (who are Sikhs) are remarkably fino 
specimons of the Manjha Jat, and are often foand taking service. 


The Dhitlons are found most in the Manjha, in fact along 
with the Saodhfia, the Gils, Pannuns, Aulakhe and Sidhdéa, 
they take wp nrarly the wlulo of the Manjhe proper. But

Malta andl ae for a4 Pthasen wil. They are the strompest gt 
in the Awritaar tahafl and hold 99 villages, Many of tei ore 
Muhammadans, and until lately very many of therm wite Sul- 
thnia, bot these are now fewer than they wert, They rank 
high as cultivators, snd exne-growing is = speciality in their 
eoautry. Several loading mon im the time of the Sikhs belougmd 
to this gift, and among the best known families loft in the dintrict 
are those of Pertab Singh of Chamiari, Ahwék Singh of Isapur 
and Nand Siugh of Kathanangal. \These are now ot Jittle local 
importance, porhaps tho beet known is Sirdar Akwhk Singh, but 
he resides principally ‘in the Sialkot district, and ie at presont 
childless, hia two sons being both dend. = 

The Aulakh Jats are most numerous in the Ajndla tahsil, 
tut there ie nlee o cluster of nine villages round Shi rin 
Tarn Taran, held by thia clan. Though quite» emall 
Shabdspor ie well known, and the comer of the Maojla in 
which it Hes takes its name from tho village and ia erally 
known oa ‘Shabdzpur fi taraj.”

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other parts of the district, their country being mostly in the Obapter IIT, 0-

ear anil numorouk yillages in the sandy. tracts of the Peroxepero 
and Zira tuhails. ‘Uhoy truco thoie descent from Raju deisel 
# Manj RAjpét, from one of whose descendants, Barir, have 
Spesins the ruling families of Patidla, N&blia, aad Jind. Othar 
iin of the Sidhn clan, also known aa the Barira in’ Ferose- 
ore, will be found at page 238 of the Intest edition of Griffin's 
njeb Chiefs, and nt pare 59 of the Gazetteer of the Feroz 
porw district, where the clan in of tho first importance. 


The other clans do not require any detailed mention. 
The Chitile owe 16 villages nenr Sheron Bigha in Amritsar 
anti the hest known wembor of the tribe is Sirdér Arjan Siagh 
of Chahil in Yarn Taran, The Hinjrée are very scattered, 

he Bhullars are a fairly numerous clan and with the Méns 
and part of tle Hers, have the honor of being known ne 
aati or original Jats, all others having enrolled themselves 
inthe great tribe of Jats at » later dste. No antiafactory 
explanstion in teh ate, te to why all the Hers are not 
tanked ag originals, nor ja it clear whother any partioalar 
Nillage or family boloige to the original clan or not. ‘The 
neipal villagy of the China Jats fier Seh China, nour 
ja Sdnsi, in Ajuila. Tho Bhangas hold the large village nf 
Ehidla (Khurd nnd Kalin) in the pamo tabs, ‘They and 
ak »inkubiting the village of that name in Tarn Tira, 
enjoy the re of being among the most lawless in the dis« 
trict. ‘The Bal Juts would seem to have been understated in 
the crmans returns, for, besides holding the large villages of Bal 
Khard and Kuldu near the city, they own the extensive extates 
of Suthiilu, Botila, Jodhe and Bal Serii, in the Bangar of 
Amritsar, ov 23 villages in all.. Tho wame remark applies to the 
Panis Jats, who have spread from the Doiba, and who are set 
down a8 numbering only 260. Thoy own seven large estates in the 
Manjho, jocknding Nanshora and Chandriwala, and it i* almost cor- 
tain that numbers of them owing to some misreading of the name, 
have been clussod among misceliauvous data. Tho Kunge hold 
& compact clouter of villages none Tarn Tran, chief among which 
are Rang, Kalla and Mat Chak. ‘Two other gits which are not 
exparately classed in the census papers require to be mentioned. 
These are the Hundals of Boodala, and other villages round it, and 
tho Valhia who hold « nambor of estates in the north corner of 
Ajnita above Ramilée. The former are nearly all Hinds Jats, 
tlie latter Muhawmadans. Nor are the Jhaware of Mathewdl 
and neighbourhood, aud tho Mébil Jats of Ajniln separately 
classed in the census returns. They are really more numerous 
thun seferal gits which have separute mention given to them, 

The land-owning Réjpéts of the district are all Muham- 
mudaue, No village is owned by any clan calling themselves 
Réjpéits ond professing the Hinda religion. The chief clans

The above details must be accepted with eantion, for it in well 
known that many Mubommedane call themselves UY a who 
by birth have no claim to the name, This ie probab case 
mostly with the Rajpit residents inthe city, who number about 
5,000, but these are not lundowners, being for the most part 
labourers, or following miacellanvous ocempations. 


Among the land-owning classes Réjpite are found most m 
Ajnata along the river bank. From Dial RéjpGtain and Indyat- 
ar, as far as Fatta near Bhoidi Aulakh, the propristors are 
alinost all Hajpates, and throughout the tuheil shey hold aboot 13 
por cont. of the cultivated area. They have all the faults com- 
monly found among Muhammadan Rajpats, of which pride and 
{ndolenees ard thy chief, They take 2 low rank a4 cultivators, 
uid are much given to employing Ardina and other indastrious 
classes to cultivate their lund, with the result that many of the 
latter have acquired oocapancy rights in Rajpit villages. They 
aro not, a8 « rule, prosperons, ut beast in Ajudla, and are often 
deeply in debt, but it ts nearly always dbservable that ono or 
two leading men, in each villige, are distinct! well-to-do, and 
make un income by lending money to their brethren. 


In Amritaar they aro Letter off and have larger holdings. 
Their chief villages io that tabsil are Bhorchi, Fatehpur, Mélowal 
Khabbis, Sandbar, Ajiibwali, and Lbban, and in Taru Taran, 
Paléssor, Bharoé!, Diél, and Lhaini. Traces of the former 
5 ancy of Réjpéts aro to Le even in the cases wherv they 
enjoy a falukddri allowance exacted by them in their capacity as 
superior owners from ber hbouring communities of Jats or 
Kambohs who were ¢riginally settled by the RéjpGts a¢ tenants, 
bat who have come to be recognized as haying almost full-rights _ 
of ownership. 


Tho Kambohs take quite the rst rank as cultivators in 
the district, Their industry is proverbial, and they seem to 
get more outof the land than even the Jats. They number 
18,808 sonls all told, of whom a little mure than half are 
Hindés and Sikhe. They are found principally to right and 
left of the Grand Trunk Rowd, on eithor side of andiala, 
thoir best villages being Bohord, Nisdmpur Nawdpind, Tard- 

rh and Thotién in Amritsar aud Jehdngir in Tarn Taéran 
Fvere are very fow in Ajuéla. The Muhammadans among 
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them aro hardly distingnishable from Aréins, and the Sikhe Chapter TiC. 
ite in overy as similar to the Jats, They tale tho pahal — 
aud reverence the same Guria, nud observe the samo customs. 
Tn i ree they nro wauplly shorter and more thick-sot 
than Jats, with Ines ‘bssgielen features, und altogether show yo Kambols. 
Joss breeding. They have their géts just os the Jals have (the 
chief aro Marok, Josan, avd Jand) and marriago within tho 
gét is forbidden, But they never marry outside the tribe, 
with Jute or other Sikhs, and oven with the Sainia of the Dodba . 
they hnve no connection. It is probably only withia the Inat 
50 that they have come to be recognized aa owners of 
Jeo is: Amiritear, and that in formor times the highest 
statis thiny could aspire to was that of tenants with som right 
of ceoupancy in the land on-whioh they had hoon settled, and 
had broken up. There aro nambers of them in tho city, where 
they excel ns matket gardeners, bat the city Kambole aro often 
in debt sod are not se prosperons as those living in the villages. 
Like Ardins thoy are onsily induced to leave home by the hope 
of oxtra profit xx cultivators in cannl-irrigated tracts, and the 
have boon found moat ready to go as snitlera to the waste lands 
on the Chenat Canal, where they have kept up thoir repntation 
ae caltivators, At howe they are generally found cnltivating 
a8 tenants in several stl round their own, and, having 
little land of their own, and being given to multiplying fast, they 
are willing to pay high rent. As poaaant farmors they arg 
nosarpassed, boing carefal of thoir land. and their cattle, and 
never sparing of themselves. However, beyoud thin they 
seldom riso. Thoir wits are thick and edacation among them 
is rare, but, when enlisted, they amke good soldiers, and several 
of them imvo risen to high sank as native officers. 


Ariina have many of the good qualities of the Kambohs, The Aniim 
vas, ACO and |, bat with lees enterprise, Thongh 
the | bola have largely increased in Amritsar since laut 
conaus, the Ariins bave falleaoif in numbersa litte, They sro 
Muhammadans slinost to 4 man, and it ia probable that the falling 
of innot wltogether real. Many Ardins have takon to calling 
themselves Matommadan Kambolis of Inte which may 
account for partot tho increase under Kainbohs, and decrease 
under Aréine. Having proverbially amall holdings, and being 
given to wander from home, they have probably kept down 
their nambeore morn than othor t(ribea have by migration to lem 
thickly peopled tracts, In every Ardia village there nro many 
Lamas in on the record, though the owners have for 
many years boon sbeenitoss. They show best as cultivators of 
po hee and ospecially woll-irrignted lands, thiir style of 
caltivation being 6a = «mall scale. Each Ariia is enger to 
have his holding separated off and in his own managemont, ani 
when he has cot thie done, ho divides off hia fields Into wrt 
corn in which with the most careful industey he will

Kekka Kariéla and Gujarpor are the t known Aréin 
villages in’ ‘Tarn Taran; Kadirabad, Buthangarh, and Dand 
in Amritaar. Tho Kadirabad Arijens wire once of sume posi- 
tion, and one family held a jagir, but they are now of liltle 
iw co, Round the city they are ne? parce J numerous, 
bemg gna by sip market for ‘bry on a lea there ; 
they not ut ently vome to grief by engaging to pay 

eae thas ‘hiay can afford. Butt js in Ajnaln that they ure mont 
found. In Raja Sénsi ond Chamidri, under the Sirdars, and in 
Ramdas, on the Mahant’s Innd, they figure lurgely as tenants 
with or without # right of corer , and there is quite n colony 
of then in the Saildba circle below Bhindi Seiadin. Much of the 
rich market garden cultivation in Talla and Sauriin is dao to 
the Ariin tenants, and their own villegee of Chak Misri Khan 
Vairoki, Mohleki, Bhilowal and Bhoggupur are modola of 
careful farming on o larger senle, and of the ordinary type. 

The other tribes found owning land need but little mention. 
Dogars own but fow villages, och as Bhalaipur in Tarn Téren, 
Khankot and Talwandi in Amritsar, and a few near the Sakhi 
in Ajodla. They are of nothing like the importance of the 
Dogars in the Bet of Ferozepore. Gujars aro fower still, and 
those who aro shown in the census retary aro mostly cow- 
keopors and duiry men in the city, They are eusily recognined 
by their sharp fentures, bare hends, long black straijght hair 
and by the peculiar pattern of dark groon checked loi oloth 
which they affect. Shoeikkeand Semds donot often Sgure 
as owners of land. ‘The Swiad villoge of Bhindi in the 
Ajnila Sailth circleis the heat known, Khatrie and Aroris 
udually sppear ax purchasers, The principal Khatri sections 
aro the eg. i, Sarin, Prone.

immense amount of field labonr for a very slender and i. 
ous wage. Tho Jat and the Kamboh may be industrious in the 
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oxtrome, but their industry wonld be of little avail in tilling the 
ares of land at present under cultivation in the district, if it 
wero not for the help they obtam from the Chuhria. On the 
litter falls a large share of tho labour of preparing the land 
for the crop, the whole work of miauuring it, and much tlank- 
Jess labour ix performed by thom iu irrigating it during the 
cold winter nights. When harvest time comes roand the move 
of the reaping and winnowing falls to the lot of the Chuliris, 
nnd this is ponies the hardest in the whole year’s round of 
field work. 1 the whole district there ia one Chohra to every 
two Jats, and most landowners fin fh or more Chuhras na 
field Inbourors. Tho Jats sften complain of the large amount 
of the grain which they have to dispense to the Chubris and 
other village monini nt harvest time, but are too apt to forget 
fliat ft ie but a small romunoration for the amount of work 
which tho menials have performed, 

Tho Muhtams aro the nearest approach to # criminal 
tribo in the district, but they are not proclaimed as such under 
the Act. They are found only along the Ravi, particularly 
fn Bhindi Syadan and groan and where — ries any 
village, n large expanse of beta lan growing reeds. ey ure 
a ‘ el clas living on all kinds of garbage, if they can got 
nb better fd0d, and besides being given to thieving, mre most 
quarrelsome neighbours.

n othor icle they snare game and other animals, but in 
Aimritear wild bnimala are scarce and tho Maltams principally 


five by thieving and cultivation. 


The Kashiniria Lave diminished largely in numbers since 
1881. Their numbors aro now returned as 21,20! against 
$2,495 at tho conune of 1851. This haw slrewdy been noticed 
as partly real, owing to the sickness in the city having moro 
than aoclennted’ the Kaslimiris in 1831, and to the decay in the 
ahawlweaving trade. They ara universally Muhamenadans, 
and mostly resident in Amritsar iteolf. They are nlmost en- 
tirely immigrants from Kaalimir, anil ongagod iu weaving.

In the next following phs i¢ given a short account of 
the leading families of the district. More detailed notices, o 
each of them will be found in the now (1890) edition of Griffin’s 
Ls gt Chiefs, in which the histories have Ween brought down 
to da by Major Massy, st cue time Depaty Commissioner of 
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Sardér Bakhehish Singh iz the hend of the Sindhinwilia 
family, whioh belongs to thy BAnai gét of Jat Sikhs. Sir 1 
Griffin writes that the Sindidnwalide claim, like most other 
Sikh Jats, a Rajpfit descent, lint that they have alpo @ close 
connection with Nic tribe of Séusis, after which theie ancestral 
home, Raja Sans, seven miley from the oity of Amritsar it 
nimed. it was to the Sinei gt of Jats that Moldréja Ranjit 
Singh belonged. The Sardir is the son of Sardar Thékur Sing, 
Sindhinwile, and was adopted by hia relative tho late Ar 
Shamsher Singh, who had no son of hiv own, and who died in 
1871. The young Sardar who succeeded to the property, and to 
two-thirds of the jagir, of his adoptive father, waa, until 1 
under the care of the Court of Wards. In that yoar he attai 
his majority, In 1875 he was married to a danghter of Sardar 
Mahtse Bogs of wi od anid again in 1884 to n cousin, of the 
Réja of Faridkot. Ho owus a large area of land in Kaja Sanu 

neighbouring villages and hae taken more in mortgage, 
besides owning house and garden property in Lahore and other 
towns. He holds in perpetuity a jigir of tho present value of 
Rs. 29,455, made up from tho revenno of 23 villages in Tabsil 
Ajuda. The value of the jagir bas recently been increased by 
re-assessment, buton the other haud has been diminished by 
tho abolition of wator-ndrantagoe rate, to which the Sardar 
was ontitled. Most of his jagir villages are profoeely eanal-ie- 
rigated, In 1689 the Sardir was invested with the powers of & 
8rd olnee Magistrate, oxercisuble within the limits of the dis- 
trict, and ho is amomber of tlhe Ajndéla local bowrd. ‘Tho family 
has no Jonger the importance it formerly porssased, oven in tho 
timo of Sardér Shamsher Singh, and, thonh still the leading 


family of the district, it oxorcises little influence beyond the 
limits of Rija Séusi. 


Tho other membora of this family sro more notorious than 
notable. Sarddér Thakor Singh, the natural fnther of Sardér. 
Bakhshfeh Singh, was for some time an Extra Assistant Commis- 
sioner in the province, but resigned, and tock up the manago- 
mont of his son's estate under tho direction of tho Court of 
Wards. Monetary difficnlties, iowever, soon compollod him to 
himeel€ seek tho protection of the Conrt, and crentually, being 
quite baukrupt, he wont to England, and remained nine months 
na the guest of Mahéraja Dalip Singh.

Later figures were 
unfortunately not avuilablo at the time when the -prosent 
edition went to Press, and the columna showing average assess- 
ment, avd amonnt of revenne aasignod, are not quite ap to date. 
Attho time when the table was prepared, the whole district 


had not been assessed. Even the figures showing tho number 


of villages under each tenure are of little value. Ibis in moat 
cases simply impossible to clasaa village sutisfactorily ander 
any one of the ordinarily recognized tenures; the ~ prima

and men who have not enough land of their own for their needs 
have entered into sgreementa for the Jease of lends belonging 
to othera for the coming year, But whether the cultivator be 
owner or tenant, he bas to take advyantege of what rain falls, 
Lute the mouths of May and June, to plough what birdns 
land fo insonda to sow in the kharif.

Pashm is the vernacular name for the fine wool of a breed 
of goats fonnd inand beyoud the Himalayas, and the word 
pashmina is uscdin speaking of any fabric made from that 
wool, Psskm ia imported from Thibet cid Sale ere z: 
ley, or PathSnkot, sud tos leas oxtent from . 6 
wool is brought down in its natural state to Atmritear, whore it 
is cleaned, carded, sorted oat, and sold to the mannfactnrers and 
master-weavyers. The weavers are mostly Kashmiris, but there 
are also some Panjabi Mulaminndans amovg them. The mann- 
facture, which requires the utmost skill and delicacy of mani- 
ra. is learned by the workimen from the earliost childhkoo 

ldren are apprenticed to master-weavers, who after a time 
pay for thoir services, but usually to their relatives... The pay 
bin, from Re. 1» month for» child to Re. 4a month for an 

t weaver. Very few getas much as Rs. 5 or Rs. 6a month: 
The payment is made in advance, and if an Be ip ras raha: 
his employer before his advances are worked off, the next em-

The most ralunble kinds of peskmixa are those which are 
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wool at all, brt cheaper fabrics are often adulterated with it, and 
this among other reasons, hax caused the decay of the industry, 
whioh-has been steadily gomy down-hill for tho Inst thirty years, 
Tho fabrica are either plain self-colonred cloth, known as alwdn, 
malida, &c., either white, blue, smoke-coloured, or red; these 
are made up into lengths or fins, and are cut up as required or 
else are embroidered into a variety of patterns with silk. Or it 
may. be woven into shawls, plain or atnbroidered, some of which 
are known as Rampur chddars, tho thread being previously 
dyed and wound off for the purpose. The shawls m which the 
pa ia produced in the loom are the most valuable: in others 

he pattern is produced on a ground-work of plain coloured 
putkming, by ewbroidery with the needle aud fine pashm 
thread; ‘ench shawls aro called amlikir, as opposed to the 
dénthir or loom-woren, i 

Pashia wool is sold at about Ra. 22 afr, Kirmani or Wahab 

shah wool at nbout Re. 1-4. Long shawls made in Amritsar 
of the best quality fetch about Rs. 200 ench, though the price 
Waa somo yeara ayo quite donble this. Square shawls fetch 
smaller pricos, but jamawdre, a kind of shaw! distinguished by 
being worked in stripes, fetoh Re, 300 each, or, if uf rery fine 
quality, as mach ne Ra. 400. ARumdls ond Rémpur chddars ma 
bo sold at prices ranging from Ke, 20 to over a hundred 
Tupees, accurding to the finenees of the thread. 


The inferiority of shawl mado in Amritsar to those 
imported from Kashmir, hae frequently been noticed, aod in 
Yaridualy attributed to the sir and climate of Kashmir, and to 
the : of the water used in dyeing, &e. But the chief 
‘cause of the enperiority of the Kashmir work is that tho adal- 
terntion of the ine wool with that of Kirmén te never practised. 
Te is believed that jta im tion into Kashmir ie forbidden, 
Another reason is that, in Kashmir, the separation of the conrse 
hair from the finer under-woo!, and the spinmiug, it much more 
carefully performed. 


On the other hand, the colours nsed in Amritsar aro better,

Tho wearing of shawls was 
given up in Paris, and the reat of Europe followed the lead of 
that city, aud it is probable that, at the preserit time, the 
namber of looms iy lose than 1,000, and the outturn docs not 
Teach in value ore than two likhwof rupees The market is 
confined to Hindéstéa, especially Lucknow and Haidarabad. It 
is not likely to decrease much more, for the custom of i 
shawis aud wraps of costly fabrics by woalthy uativos is slow to 
change, and there will always be o certain demand. But the 

ricer, as woll sa tho extent of the industry, lave much 
ecreased, and no recovery in this direvtion is to’ be expected. 

The manufactare of silk pioce-goods however is still 
carried on, The woaring of silk has become much more 
among all classes of natives, with the increase in w » anil 
riao iu the standard of comfort, Raw silk used to be imparted 
from Bokhara, and dyed in Amritsar.

Tho trade is carried on with Bokhdra, Kabul, Kashmir, 
Galcutia, Bombay, Sind Rajpitiua, the North-West Provinces, 
and all'the principal marts in the territories under the Panjab 
Government, Tho extent of the trade with Bokhdra is remark- 
able, considering ite remoteness, and that it is all carried by 
boaste of burden. 

The chief articles traded in are raw silk, silk cloth, gold and 
other metals, picce-goods of cotton, and wool, Indian and Chins 
tess and other articles. The total value of the imports and 
re-expotta of these stuples in about 76 lukhe of rupees.

between Amritear aod Lahore. It ix chiefly inyportant ax bein 
the home of the Sirdire of Atdci, of whom the present ( 
Sirdér Balwant Singh, tins nlready been menticoed at the oud 
of Chapter III. There iso railway atation here, a post office, 
and a rest-louse for officers of tlio Public Works Department. 
The land is owned chiefly by Sidhu Jats, bat they employ mom 
bers of Ardin tenants, The population is 2,920, the land revenie 
Rs. 3,300, and there nover has been a municipality or snfficient 
trade to sipport one, Tho obief trado is in grain. 


Rémdas fs in tho northert corner of the Ajnile tubwil, and 
since 1886 bas been ceased to be a regularly conshituted munici- 
ity. But it iw of that class which ie known aso“ notified area 
y which is meant that it keeps up a staff whose duty itis to cole 
lect ootroi (the income is about Ra. 700 a yenr), 0 fixed number 
of bhishtis and sweepors for panitary Fores and vil 
watchmen, to pay whom « special chankiddra tax ia levied from 
all householders. Its affairs aru administered hy the Deputy 
Commissioner, Tuhafldér, and one nominated momber, who is 
usually the Mahant of the local temple. ‘lhe town ts enclos- 
+d within a mad wall, formed of the backs of the outermost 
houses. Tlie population iy 4,958, und the present land revenue 
Ra.8,200, The total aren is larze, bub mech of it is unoultivat- 
ed. Artin tenants ore pumerous, and many of them have 
occupancy rights. There is po canal irrigation, noc ie any 
poswible, unless a dam were pat up across the Sokki nala, 
whioh flows sbout mile distant from the town and often does 
damage by flooding the low lands near it. There is 9 school and 
urest-house lately constricted, and it has been proposed to 
establish a police atation either here, or at Thobs, to relieve 
that at Ajndla, Inthe centro of tho town there wa temple, 
or guridwera, which is well-known in the neighbourhood. it 
wav fovaded by Sahib Budhs, a disciple of Guru Nanak, whe 
was born and died here. The Malant ownes large part of the 
village, and enjoys half the revenue im fagir for the support 
of thir tample. Phe pluce i of we commercial importance, — 

At Ajnéla are tho head-quarters of the talell, a police 
atation, ar ey post office, reet-louse, and enoamping-yround, 
The tahail headquarters formerly used to be at Saurién, sowe 
ten miles further down tho Sakki nale, hut were removed to 
Ajudla before the mutiny, because the latter place is more 


_ central, situated on the high road to Siilkot, nod within 


half a mile of the only bridge over the Sakii which the taheil 
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The old masonry bridge was dismantled in 1890, 


‘and has been re sare new girder bridge on piers, built at 
‘go cat of abont its. 20,000. 


Ajnéla cannot pretend to be s town, 
or even more thana medinm sized village, The lation is 
2.070, and the land revenoe bas recently bean enhanced to 
Re. 1,950. The village is said to have bean foundod by one 
Bigs, a Intof the Nijjar got, after whom it was namod Nijjarwale 
ot Nijrila, which became corrapted into Ajnila, Nijjar Jats 
atill Hold the village in proprietary right. It fa of no importance 
in aay War exceptas being thn talisil hend-qnartera, and it has no 
trade. On the encamping-yround is a» plain mound of oarth, to 
mark the place whore lio the bodies of s namber of sepoys pace a 
ity to «regiment in Mian Mir, who mutinied in 1837 and march- 
att towards Sidlkot. They were porsued acd overtaken in an 
island in the river: Those who escaped being killed there or 
survived the owful night they spent in the cells of the Ajndla 
tahsi!, were shot on tho encamping-ground next morning, and 
their bodies thrown into a well, which was then filled up. The 
sound was erected oyer the well. 


Raja Sinai lies half way betwoon Amritsar and Aj Ih 
je important as being the rvsidavoe of the Sindhanwilia family 
(see Chaptor [11, Section Cj, otherwise it isin no way notable, 

the j Jat owners aro fow, Thoy chiefly employ tenants 
to cultivate their land. The land is almost all owned by Sirdér 
Bakhshish Singh, the three sone of Sirdar Thakur Singh, Sirdar. 
ni Har Konr, and Sirdar Ramdhir Singh. ‘The population is 
4,558, and the estate ix assensed at Re, 4,900. There is » 
ofits and w yeroneulir school, Troops marcling fram Siélkot 
to Atmritear by the direct road occasionally halt bere. There 
jsnawall bazar, bot with the exception of the families and de- 

deétity of the Sirdara aud afew traders, the inhabitants are 
chiefly tonan;s in poor ciroarmstances, or village monials. The 
most noticosble building ia the Sirdir’s house, a handsome and 
imposing building, and thera are some large gardens round 
the town.
